THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE-ROCKINGHAMSSS. 


To the Inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head District (a village 
district in the Town of North Hampton, organized under 
provisions of Chapter 196, Session Laws of 1905) qualified to 
vote in District affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Union Chapel, 7 
Willow Avenue, in said District, on the first Tuesday of 
September next— September 1, 1981 — at half past seven 
o'clock in the evening (7:30 P.M.) for the following purposes: 


Article 1. To elect a Moderator, a Clerk, a Treasurer, and 
an Auditor for the ensuing year. 


Article 2. To elect one Commissioner to serve for three 
years (following the expiration at this meeting of the term of the 
present Commissioner William P. Fowler). 


Article 3. To hear the reports of the Clerk, Treasurer, 
Commissioners, Zoning Inspectors, and other officers of said 
District, and to take such action as may be desired with regard 
to them. 


Article 4. To take such action as you may desire in regard 
to allowing the same discount on District taxes as may be 
allowed by the Town of North Hampton on town taxes. 


Article 5. To take such action as you may desire in regard 
to giving the Treasurer of the District authority to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 6. To see if the District will vote to accept in whole 
or in part the budget as submitted by the Municipal Budget 
Committee. 


Article 7. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be needed for the purposes included in the Budget, 
including the extinguishment of fires, the lighting or sprinkling 
of streets, the planting and care for shade and ornamental trees, 
the supply of water for domestic and fire purposes, the 
construction and maintenance of sidewalks and main drains or 
common sewers, the construction and maintenance and care of 


parks or commons, the maintenance of activities for 
recreational promotion, the control of pollen, insects and pests, 
the impoundment of water, the maintenance of roads, the 
appointing and employment of watchmen and police officers, 
the enacting and enforcing of zoning regulations, and all other 
miscellaneous District expenses for the ensuing year. 


Article 8. To transact such other business as may legally 
come before said meeting.

Report of the Commissioners of 
Little Boar’s Head District 


1.SIDEWALKS - During the past year we have had to replace 
substantial sections of our boardwalk at Bass Beach. This was 
due to both wear and theft. We hope to store the walk ina more 
secure place another year which should eliminate the theft 
problem. Our ocean front sidewalk system now connects with 
that of Rye Beach providing a continuous attractive walk along 
the shore. With the increase in vehicular traffic these walks also 
offer a safeguard for pedestrians. 


2. TRAFFIC PATTERNS - A phenomenon which has crept 
up on us in recent years is the changing nature of Southeast 
New Hampshire. It continues to be one of the most attractive 
and accessible resort areas, and in addition has become more 
industrialized as well as a bedroom community for thousands 
who work in Massachusetts. This has put heavy pressure on 
our transportation system and has altered our traffic flow at a 
time when the passenger railroad train has disappeared. Last 
year 1,426,420 vehicles passed over Route 1-A (Ocean 
Boulevard) in Little Boar’s Head. The State has informed us 
that the figure this year will be substantially higher. And, when 
one considers two other pertinant factors an inexorable pattern 
emerges. First, most of the traffic on 1-A is in the summer 
months of June, July, and August, and Second, the total traffic 
on our three major north-south arteries (1-A, U.S. 1, and I-95) 
has increased by 24 percent in the last decade. 

All this means that we must continue to work closely with 
the North Hampton Police Department, who have always been 
sympathetic to our problems and cooperative in their solution. 
Further, we must continue to work with the State Department 
of Public Works and Highways. And, of course, this points up 
the necessity of careful and comprehensive enforcement of our 
Little Boar’s Head Zoning Ordinance. It should be 
remembered that the State Police do not patrol Ocean 
Boulevard ona regular basis. Thus any problems in the parking 
lot, for instance, must be taken care of by the North Hampton 
Police. They have recognized this problem area, and are 
stationing a man in a cruiser down there during peak periods. 


Your Commissioners will continue to work in these areas and 
with the Town Highway Safety Commission to maintain the 
character, quality, and security of Little Boar’s Head. 


3. FUTURE DEVELOPMENTS - First among matters 
which may be of concern to us is the possibility of piping 
sewage from the Town of Rye through our District to 
Hampton. Asacommunity we are sympathetic to the problems 
they may be having in Rye, and we understand that the 
Hampton sewage disposal plant is only operating at about 50. 
percent of capacity - even during the peak summer season. For 
that reason one of the solutions suggested was to send Rye’s 
waste matter through our Town. Two routes were suggested - 
one along Ocean Boulevard to Hampton, the other along 
Ocean Boulevard to Atlantic Ave., then west on Atlantic to 
Mill Road, and thence to Hampton along Mill Road. Either of 
these routes would mean a long section of heavily travelled 
roadway torn up for some time. We do not know whether or 
not anyone from North Hampton (or Little Boar’s Head) could 
plug into such a system. No doubt this matter will be amply 
covered in the local press. 

A second development of which we have just learned is the 
possibility of a bikeway along Ocean Boulevard from 101-C 
(which is near the site of the former Coast Guard Station in 
Hampton) to Sea Road in North Hampton. It is proposed to 
build this with $250,000.00 of Federal and State funds - no 
Town funds would be involved. For those who may not be 
familiar with such a project this involves redoing the shoulders 
of the roadway, out a distance of six feet, repaving them, 
stripping them, and prohibiting parking thereon. The State 
apparently feels no land taking would be necessary. However, 
it would undoubtedly involve moving many fences alorg 1-A in 
the southern part of our District, some of which encroach in 
State land by 10 feet or more. 

As we all can see there is a great deal of bicycle traffic; and 
although professional bikers are opposed to bikeways (we were 
astonished to learn) still we feel they may be safer for the 
children. Some years ago a similar project was considered 
along 101-D (Atlantic Ave.), but was postponed indefinitely 
because of opposition to changes at the intersection of Mill 
Road. We will see what the reaction of the Precinct residents is 
toward such a project at our Precinct Meeting. 


4. ZONING MATTERS - A decision of the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment of Little Boar’s Head on November 19, 1980, on 
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which a rehearing was denied on January 9, 1981, granted, 
with certain attached conditions, the petition of Philip C. 
Panori for construction of an addition to his restaurant, the 
Marsh Rose on Ocean Boulevard. Two appeals of this decision 
have been taken to the Superior Court. These appeals, one by 
Eva G. Richards, the other by Mary J. Abbott, Davis Thurber, 
and Patricia Thurber, have now been consolidated into one. 
The District has engaged David Sanderson, Esq., of the firm of 
Sanderson and Dudley, as attorney in our behalf. Philip C. 
Panori has entered an appearance as an intervenor through his 
attorney. It is unlikely that this case will be reached for trial for 
several months. 

A petition by Katherine and Robert Southworth for a 
change of our Bath House Zoning District into a Residential 
District to allow construction of a dwelling therein was unani- 
mously denied by the Zoning Commission after a public 
hearing on July 13, 1981. 


5. ODDS AND ENDS - Little Boar’s Head is a small and 
relatively compact community, and as such we live in fairly 
close proximity to each other. Under these circumstances, petty 
annoyances can become magnified. One of the most annoying 
is that of allowing dogs to run free or to bark for extended 
periods at night. There is a leash law and a noise ordinance. It is 
far better if we do not have to invoke them. But if we are 
requested to do so by affected citizens we shall have no choice. 

All residents are reminded to attend to their own bushes to 
the end that they do not extend out into the public sidewalk 
area, and also that they do not impair the visibility of motorists 
at intersections. Our employees have been instructed to cut 
back those bushes or plantings which do so. 

All residents of the Village District are urged to have their 
street numbers prominently displayed on their property in such 
a manner that they may be readily seen from the roadway. We 
have repeatedly mentioned this at Town Meetings and on other 
occasions. This is not just a convenience. If one has to call for 
an ambulance or a fire truck the necessity will be immediately 
obvious. 

Your Commissioners are ready at all times to respond to 
your questions or to take fitting action with regard to such 
problems as may arise. Do not hesitate to call upon us.
